A Battle Royal. 

Valencia, July 15. —A little royal is 
being fought here by the partisans and foe* 
of Dr. Ferrau over the result of the inocula- 
tion of eighty Sisters of the I'oor iu a Valen- 
cia asylunL The inoculation took place on 
the 1st inst. The cholera was then raging 
in the asylum. Three sisters had fallen vic- 
tims wheu Dr. Ferran was summoned. 

Five sister* refused inoculation despite 
the advice of the chaplain of the iustitutiou. 
All i h five have so far escaped, and are 
now nursin,' their si.-k cm am .us. High 
teen of those who were mo uil ite 1 among 
the eighty have died. Saveral others are 
not expected to live. Six ha 1 premonitory 
diarrhoea when inoculated; tho other twolve 
appeared to be in their usual health at the 
time. Three died after the fifth day follow- 
ing the inoculation. These facts have an 
important bearing upou the vexed inocula- 
tion question. Moreover, Dr. Ferrau'* use 
of bacilli has not stopped or appreciably 
checked tho cholera. 

In Valencia, during tho last few days, the 
cemetery has been so crowdel that the dead 
bodice In many case* wore left unburns! in 
the houses during two or threo days, despite 
the danger of infection and the intense heat. 
The relations of the dead are meanwhile for- 
bidden to leave their homes. Unless those 
abomination* are Hueedily remedied the 
plague may loon rage as fiercely a* ever. 
In any caao a typhoid epidemic is likely to 
follow the cholera.
